Frank Johnston, of New York, an- 
other one of Thaw's attorneys, said 
last night that there was no desire on 
the part of the family to place any ob- 
stacles in the way of the New York 
officials and indicated that if compe- 
tent authorities show that he should 
be kept in restraint there would be no 
opposition to such measures. 
"It will 
be easy to beat the case against Thaw 
in New York," Mr. Johnston declared, 
"and we are as much inclined to fight 
it out there as in Pennsylvania."

The following bulletin was issued 
this afternoon by Drs.

"Admiral Dewey has been 
slowly declining since early this morn- 
ing. 
The primary condition is arterial 
sclerosis,

every organ in the body, especially the 
kidneys and brain. 
Although he has 
shown great rallying power at times 
he is slowly sinking.

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The Death Penalty in Indiana 


A bill introduced iu the Indiana legislature by Senator McCray 
marks tbe renewal of the effort to abolish capital punishment in this 
•Btate, in line with similar action already taken by something like a 
dozen other states, and manifestly following the dictates of enlight- 
ejied thought as to the punishment of criminals convicted 6f murder. 
Public opinion has in the past few years undergone a marked change 
BS to the proper treatment of the question of criminology as in many 
ether matters. We have come to realize that the death penalty is not 
-a deterrent of crime, and the infrequeney with which it is inflicted 
argues eloquoiitly of the popular reluctance of jurors to assume 
responsibility of exacting life for life even with the sanction of law. 


For many years conscientious scruples against the infliction of 
the death penalty has been a valid excuse for escape from jury duty, 
and this fact alone indicates clearly that there must have been, even 
at the outset of the criminal code, grave doubt that there was warrant 
fqr the gallows or the electric thair. In no instance is it shown that 
the abolition of the death penalty has resulted iu an increase otf homi- 
cide. The murderer does not stop to calculate his c"hances between the 
death penalty and life imprisonment. He reasons, if he reasons at all, 
that he can somehow escape detection, or that the plea of justification 
will save him from either or both of them. 


If, instead of the death penalty in rare and peculiarly atrocious 
killings, we were able to substitute the definite certainty of a prison 
term in every case of homicide, the effect as a deterrent of crime 
would be infinitely better. 
The law does not seek to avenge crime, 
but to pi-event it. We have found virtue in the indeterminate sentence 
statute and in other more humane enactments for dealing with crime. 
The result has not been to increase the breaking of low. 
On the 
contrary it has been in countless instances the means of developing 
into a good citizen the man who has started Avrong. The death pen- 
ulty, so utterly repugnant to the conscience of a rery large proportion 
of the people that it is difficult to find a jury that will invoke it, 
»should be wiped off the Indiana statute books. 
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The ominous silence and the apparent acquiescence on the part of 
the liquor interests that have followed the introductioji of the state- 
wide prohibition bill in the Indiana legislature are manifestly begin- 
iiing to arouse the suspicion of the temperance forces. 
Complacent 
uiigoncern is so wholly unlike the liquor forces that it is causing the 
tompei-ancc leaders to begin to cast about a bit to discover the occa- 
sion for the apparent acquiescence in the proposed legislation, or, 
rather, thft absence of the manifestation of furious opposition that was 
fully expected as soon as the dry-state bill made its appearance. There 
is now a hint that the liquor interest strategists are preparing to pro- 
pose a substitute measure that may look Avell enough on its face, but 
v.-hich is later likely to develop an amazing failure to "hold water." 
One thing is very certain: the fight over the dry-state bill is going to 
i)e altogether the liveliest affair staged in an Indiana legislature in a 
•r^neration. 
Both sides, too, are preparing for just that sort of a 
contest. 


Harry Thaw's newest escapade, that of attempting suicide after 
his indictment for having horse-whipped a youthful protege whom 
friends for some M-holly incomprehensible reason committed him to 
the care of Thaw, serves to recall in vivid fashion the unanimous 
opinion voiced by the state s alienists in Thaw's trials. These scien- 
tists wdre emphatic in their declaration that the man is a mental 
irresponsible and constantly dangerous alike to himself and to those 
about him ; that society is assuming a tremendous risk iu permitting 
him to run at large. Assuredly their judgment has been amply vindi- 
cated by history, and, as a matter of fact, it was at the time convincing 
to practically everybody save the jurors upon Avhom rested the re- 
eporisibiiity of passing on it. ^Harry Thaw will be Harry Thaw to 
the last. 


Indiana Republican Chairman Will H. Hayes, on his arrival in 
New York, was quoted as emphatically denying that he had any 
aspirations whatever to succeed^ Mr. Willcox as national chairman. 
Mr. Hayes was mentioned in Washington a few days ago as a possible 
successor to the national chairman who failed to put Mr. Hughes over, 
and his present denial indicates that he's afraid his serious-minded 
colleagues on the national committee have actually determined to 
hand hi mthe lemon. 


Numerous and repeated incidents seem to bear out the contention 
that the munitions-making industry is not all profit, either. It is com- 
pelled to figure on a plant or two Being blown into kingdom come 
pery little while by a mysterious explosion, thus putting a rather 
sizeable hazard into the overhead expense item.

The sei-vant girl problem iu Toledo 
and In all larg-e cities has been 
getting 
more serious every year. 
Wherever 
a few women are gathered together, 
be it at church or bridge table, the 
main topic has been the paucity of 
capable servlints, or in many instances, 
of servants of any kind. 
P'or it isn't 
a case of being critical any more. The 
most 
poorly > trained 
servants 
have 
been 
welconVed, and promised "no 
washing" and two afternoons out and 
a chance to play the piano. 
On the 
whole the situation Is worse rather 
than better. 
The beginning of the 
new year finds the demand 
greater 
than ever and the supply just as elu- 
sive. 


Why? 
There is more than one reason, but 
doubtless one of |the most likely rea- 
sons is the failure of the family to 
treat servants as human beings. It 
used to be a question of wages. It 
isn't so much that any more. 
There 
are plenty of folks who are willing to 
pay almost any wages within reason, 
who have doubled the wages of a few 
years ago. 
It's the attitude of the 
employer toward the employe 
more 
than the so-much-a-week. 
A domes- 
tic, a house worker, never seems to be 
made to feel that she holds a real job 
and a good job and a useful job with 
all the responsibilities 
attached .as 
does the factory worker or the shop 
girl. 
The one is a servant, the other 
is a worker. 
Yet one Is just as much 
a worker as the other, and each is per- 
forming a useful service. 
The fact is 
that there are more opportunities for 
the performance of useful service, in- 
timately helpful tasks, !n the dally life 
of the houseworker than In the store 
or factory. If the domestic does not 
have a sense of the usefulness of 


service and its contribution to happi- 
ness, it is the fault of the employer 
more than of anybody else. 


This is not openly a caste country. 
There are classes, perhaps, but they 
are not rigidly defined. 
But its prog- 
ress toward the undesirabilities of 
caste is well shown by the increasing 
perplexity of the servant 
problem. 
And let it be said that the discontent 
of servants, when it is traceable to the 
attitude of the employer, is a healthy 
sign. 
That's the way a normal Amer- 
ican human being ought to feel when 
he finds himself about to be leveloii off 
into a class.

W^hatever the supreme court may 
decide about the Adamson law, thei-e 
is one American country that has a 
real, "water-tight" eight-hour law. 


No, it isn't Canada, or Mexico, or 
the Argentine republic. 


It is Ecuador, that tiny, triangular 
country, squeezed in between 
Peru 
and Colombia, that looks as if it were 
sliding off the steep sides of the Andes 
straight into the Pacific. 


Ecuador is the only nation in the 
world with an eight-hour law 
that 
includes every employe in the country, 
pays time and a quarter or better for 
overtime, and has no loopholes for 
any favored industries. 


The whole meat of law, which has 
just been put into effect is in three 
short, simple articles: 


(1.) Every 
laborer, 
workingman, 
clerk in store, office, or industrial es- 
tablishment. and in general, 
every 
employe of any 
kind 
shall not be 
forced to work 
more 
than 
eight 
hours daily, six days a week, and is 
exempt from work on Sundays and 
legal holidays. 


(2.) No employer can 
evade the 
accomplishment of this decree by any

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 15.—Kentucky 
fanners who raise approaamately 
one- 
third _jof the tobacco produced in the 
United^States, and about one-tenth of 
the crop produced in the world, are en- 
joying the unusual position of marketing 
for record-breaking prices a crop of al- 
most record-breaking size. 


In addition to being one o fthe largest 
crops ever produced in this state, Ken- 
tucky's output tliis year is of tmusuall 
quality. 
Leaf, lugs and trash, as they 
are called in the terminology of the to- 
bacco trade, are of the finest character. 
The leaf tobacco is long clear leaf which 
comes from the middle of the plant; lugs 
are the heavy leaves, possibly spotted. 
by the soil which has been spa shed on 
them by rain, which grow at the bottom; 
while trash is made up of small imma- 
ture leaf at the top of the plant. 


So good has the quality been that 
farmers are becoming accustomed to re- 
ceiving proportionately higher prices for 
the poorer grades than they do for the 
best. 
These poorer grades are essential 
to the producfJon of certain brands of 
manufactured tobacco and the bidding 
for them has been keen. 
Even frosted 
tobacco, which' in former years sold for 
one or two cents a pound, and was used 
only for the*making of an extract ship- 
ped abroad to be used in fortifying cer- 
tain sorts of foreign tobaccos, are bring- 
ing prices farmers would have been glad 
to obtain for trash of the first grade last 
yoar. 


Within recent years Kentucky farmers 
have received an average price for all 
qualities of white burley, the back bone 
of the tobacco crop in this state, of about 
$10 a hundred pounds. 
Sales on the va- 
rious markets this year have been at an 
average price of $16 to $16.50 a hundred 
pounds. 
The crop of white burley this 
year will 
run well 
over J200,()00,000 
pounds. 


Tobacco produced in the "Black Patch" 
or the dark tobacco region of western 
and southern Kentucky has experienced 
an advance in price even more remarka- 
ble than that scored by the burley of the 
"Blue Grass" section. 


"Pryor leaf," for which the fanner 
witliin recent years was glad to get an 
average price of five to six cents a pound, 
is now selling at approximately twelve 
cents a poimd. 


Within the last few days, one farmer 
sold his crop on the Owensboro market 
at an average price of thirty cents a 
pound, breaking all previous records, it 
is said, for prices paid for this character 
of tobacco. 


As a result of these conditions mil- 
lions of pounds of tobacco are being 
rushed to market by the farmers of the 
state each week, and it is estimated by 
tobacco men that farmers have now re- 
leased a greater portion of their crop 
than has been out of their hands at this 
season 
for many years. 


Much of this tobacco is sold (m the 
floors of small "loose leaf" warenouses 
in the smaller towns, where the Aveed is 
sorted as to qimlity'and displayed in 
open baskets for the inspection of btiyers. 


About 200,000.000 poimds of tobacco is 
sold each year 011 the Louisville "breaks" 
in hogsheads. 
This tobacco is sold on 
the basis of a sample drawn indiscrimi- 
nately from the interior of the hogshead. 
Much of tho tobacco bought on the "loose 
l e a f floors is packed in hogsheads and 
resold on the "breaks." In addition a 
large quantity of Kentucky tobacco goes 
to the market at Cincinnati.

Admiral Peary Points to It 
as Only Assuranace of 
Safety.

Washington, Jan. IC.—Millions and 
hundreds of millions spent on a great 
navy—on battleships and battle cruis- 
ers, submarines and'' destroyers—will 
not give 
the United States adequate 
preparedness for war: 


Neither will the training and equip- 
ping of an immense army, even to the 
point of universal service! 


To be prepared, this country must 
also absolutely comniand the air about 
her shores. 
Given command of the 
air, the strength of an enemy, either 
on land or sea; would be of minor con- 
sideration.

These are the views of Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary, who, although 
an officer of the navy, and recogniz- 
ing fully the desirability of this coun- 
try developing her navy, believes in 
future wars the deciding factor will be 
the strength of aerial forces. 


"The broad material lesson of the 
present war, for the United 
States," 
says Admiral Peary, "is that command 
of the sea and command of the land 
are worthless without command of the 
air." 


Admiral Peary urges, as the most 
important matter of pi-eparedness be- 
fore congress, the passage of a bill 
providing for establishing the nucleus 
of an aerial coast patrol. 
This patrol 
he would have extended as i-apidly as 
possible until 
there 
were 
sufficient 
skilled aviators and 
hydro-aeroplanes 
to "form Li continuous line of whirring 
shuttles, weaving a blanket of protec- 
tion around the country" in time of 
war.

UNES ARE SOUGHT 


Philippine C o n g r e s s At- 
tempts Reorganization 
of Government. 


Manila, 
P. -I.. Diic. 
15.— (Corres- 
pondence of the Associated 
P r e s s . ) — 
The work of the first I'hilippine con- 
gress is largely concerning itself with 
reorganization 
of 
the 
government 
along more independent lines. 
Here- 
tofore all legislative measurc.s in the 
Philippines 
have 
begun 
with 
the 
words, "By authority of the congre.ss 
of the United States, be it enacted by 
the 
Philippine 
legi.slature." 
One of 
the first measures pa.ssed by the n e w 
insular congre.ss w a s a^phange to read, 
"The senate and house of representa- 


tives in congress assembled, 
decree," 
etc., meaning, of course, that the Fil- 
ipino congress is n o w acting on its 
own authority. 


A bill for t h e organization of six 
executive departments h a s passed both 
houses of congress. 
The departments 
are those of public instruction, inter- 
ior, 
finance, 
justice, 
agriculture and 
natural resources and c o m m e r c e and 
communications. 
The department of 
public instruction is to be headed by 
an appointee by the president of the 
United States, w h o will be vice gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, and the in- 
sular congress will have no voice in 
his naming, but ' t h e other 
depart- 
ments m a y be headed by local ap- 
pointees w h o will probably be select- 
ed from the Filipino congress. 
The 
bin provides that the bureau of civil 
service shall be under the direct con- 
trol of the governor general, a meas- 
ure designed to keep the bureau from 
tho contamination of politics. 


The n e w 
department 
heads 
will 
comprise the cabinet of the governor 
general and bo re.sponsible to him, 
but their presence m a y be required by 
either house of congress which, in this 


way, hopes to keep 
final 
control of 
their actions in its own hands. 


The congress is endeavoring to avoid 
"filibusters" and the senate has adopt- 
ed a rule that no m e m b e r m a y use 
more than three hours in speaking on 
a measure after t w o senator^ of the 
minority have spoken, and a vote of 
the majority m a y close the debate.

Indi- 
ana 
state 
school 
for 
feeble-minded 
j o u t h . 
His subject was "What 
We 
Owe the Defective." 
Dr. Bliss spoke 
second in a series of " W h a t W e Owe" 
topics arranged by the pastor of the 
church, Rev. Dr. Henry B. Master. 


"We owe to society that the men- 
tally deficient be removed f r o m so- 
ciety and saved f r o m their 
errors," 
declared the speaker. 
Dr. Bliss said 
a visit to police court each morning 
would offer cases in plain view of the 
feeble-minded persons. 
This class of 
persons should be pitied because they 
were not able to meet temptation, the 
speaker asserted. 


One-half of the in«ane in our coun- 
try, Dr. Bliss said, were in that state 
because of the use of alcohol. 
That 
$590,000,000 was spent during the last 
yoaj- on alcohol while but $425,000,000 
was spent on schools was declared to 
indicate the strength 
of 
the 
liquor 
evil. 
Of the entire sum of two and 
a half million spent to care for unfor- 
tunates, Dr. Bliss saJd two-thirds of 
the a m o u n t was sp^nt in caring for 
defectives. 


Dr. Bliss urged that every mental 
defective be segregated f r o m society 
and that he not be allowed to pro- 
create his kind. 
Secondly, 
he 
said 
every saloon and house of vice in In- 
diana should be cleaned out. 
Thirdly, 
he said every case of venereal disease 
should be isolated and 
cleaned 
up. 
"The state of Indiana has many foes 
and plague spots of immorality, 
the 
fruitful soil from which grows 
this 
hydra of mental deficiency, and is it 
not a wise plan for this great state, 
rich in the possibilities of her 
boys 
and girls, to clean up these 
plague 
spots?" asked the speaker. 
Indiana 
would thus rise to the high privilege 
of becoming the first state in the na- 
tion to totally eradionte mental defec- 
tives, Dr. Bliss declared.

War prices on metals have enormously 
increased Clark's 
already 
fabulous in- 
come. 


And the difference between Clark and 
Rockefeller and other American money 
monarchs is that the fonuer's vast hold- 
ings are practically all in his own name 
and that of his family.

His intimates here say he could raise 
$100,000,000 in cash in twenty-four hours 
out of his own storehouse of wealth, and 
that he is probably the only man in the 
United States who can. 


United Verde, the Arizona copper mine, 
for which Clark recently refused $76,- 
000,000i is alone paying him a monthly 
dividend of $2,000,000. 


His Butte properties, though compara- 
tively small, also yield him enormous 
sums. 


Aside from the $50,000.000 
loan he 
made France, the adopted land of his 
children, 
Clark 
has 
$20,000,000 
loose 
change he doesn't know what to do with. 


A French syndicate recently wanted 
to purchase United 
Verde. 
"The Old 
Man." as they call him here, said: 


"Well, I don't want to sell Verde, but 
I suppose everything has its price. 
Tell 
you what I'll do. 
You survey the prop- 
erty and pay me 10 cents a pound for all j 
the ore actually in sight." 


When, at 10 cents per pound, the ac-1 
tual ore bulked to the staggering figure 
of $600,000,000 the syndicate engineers 
threw up their hands. And copper is to- 
dav selling around 35 cents per pound! 


Clark has a $15,000,000 home on Fifth 
avenue, a $10.000,000 cliateau in Paris, 
where his children live, another place in 
Los Angeles and the old home here in,

London, Jan. 15.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—The long- 
est and one of the most unique law- 
suits ever heard in the Eng-lish courts, 
has just been decided. 
It involved 
the ownership of 52,500,000 in gold 
which the Amalgamated Properties of 
Rhodesia, Ltd., owners of a 
million 
acres in I^hodesia, claimed that the 
Globe and Phoenix Gold Mining com- 
pany, which owns the richest 
gold 
mine in the world, had taken from 
the Rhodesia property. 
As if to be 
consistent 
the 
court 
occujJied 
two 
hours in delivering judgment. 


The case lasted 144 days and cost 
$750,000. 
One witness 
was on 
the 
stand sixteen days, and another who 
was on the stand almost as long, died. 
Two other men who were interested in 
the case died before it was concluded. 


More than 50,000 questions were put 
to witnesses and answered, in the fin- 
al summing up counsel for the defend- 
ants spolte for 4 5 days.

The documents in the ca.'^c were ko 
voluminous that two large room.s were 
crowded with maps, a.ssays and re- 
ports.

In deciding the case. Justice Eve 
dismissed the action on the ground 
that the Amalgamated properties has 
failed to prove that the gold was ex- 
tracted from its mine which adjoined 
that of the Globe and Phoenix.

and Munitions Despite 


Peace Offer. 


London, Jan. 15.—The Times mili- 


tary correspondent maintains that the 
prolongation of the war "as the re- 
sult of the foredoomed failure of the 
peace move" throws upon aii the al- 
lies the duty of making greater efforts 
in order to deserve X'ictory. 
Ho says 


that Germany did not wait for a reply 
to her peace offer, but initiated meas- 
ures a month ago to expand her supply 
of men and munitions. 


"We ought to see," the correspond- 


ent writes, "clearly enough now tluit 
our efforts on land, especially on the 
western front, have not been adequate 
to secure a decision or even to de- 
serve it" 
Referring to the imputa- 


tion "with a tendency to exaggera- 
tion," that the British have 2,000,000 
men in France and the French have 
3,000,000, he says: 


"Statements'1 of this 
nature .serve 


rather to obscure the issues than 1o 
illuminate 
them. 
It ought to

"known and admitted that the aggre- 
gate allied strengths do not express 
the real value of flgluinjr armies. We 
all ought to count in bayonets an 1 
gurs in order to ascertain our chances 
;of victory, and when we count in th;'s 
manner the figures dwindle to quite a 
different total. The truth of the situ- 
ation in the west is that Germany has 
178 divisions opposed to us and that 
the number of French, British and 
Belgian divisions is not yet such as to 
promise a decision in an offensive war.

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The Death Penalty in Indiana 


A bill introduced in the Indiana legislature by Senator McCray 


Claris the renewal of the effort to abolish capital punishment in this 
state, in line with similar action already taken by something like a 
doasen other states, and manifestly following the dictates of enlight- 
ened thought as to the punishment of criminals convicted of murder. 
Public opinion has in the past few years undergone a marked change 


HS to the proper treatment of the question of criminology as in many 
ether matters. We have come to realize that the death penalty is not 
tt deterrent of crime, and the infrequency with which it is inflicted 
argues eloquently of the popular reluctance of jurors to assume 
responsibility of exacting life for life even with the sanction of law. 


For many years conscientious scruples against the infliction of 


the death penalty has been a valid excuse for escape from jury duty, 
and this fact alone indicates clearly that there must have been, even 
at the outset of the criminal code, grave doubt that there was warrant 
for the gallows or the electric chair. In no instance is it shown that 
the abolition of the death penalty has resulted in an increase of homi- 
cide. The murderer does not stop to calculate his chances between the 
death penalty and life imprisonment. He reasons, if he reasons at all, 
that he can somehow escape detection, or that the plea of justification 
will save him from either or both of them. 


If, instead of the death penalty in rare and peculiarly atrocious 


killings, we were able .to substitute the definite certainty of a prison 
term in every case of homicide, the effect as a deterrent of crime 
would be infinitely better. Tho law does not seek to avenge crime, 
but to prevent it. "We have found virtue in the indeterminate sentence 


. statute and in other more humane enactments for dealing witli crime. 


The result has not been to increase the breaking of low. 
On the 


contrary it has been in countless instances the means of developing 
into a good citizen the man who has started wrong. 
The death pen- 


alty, so utterly repugnant to the conscience of a very large proportion 
of the people that it is difficult to find a jury that will invoke it, 
«hould be wiped off the Indiana statute books. 


The ominous silence and the apparent acquiescence on the part, of 


the liquor interests that have followed the introduction of the state- 
wide prohibition bill in the Indiana legislature arc manifestly begin- 
ning to arouse the suspicion of the temperance forces. 
Complacent 


unconcern is so wholly unlike the liquor forces that, it is causing the 
temperance leaders to begin to cast about a bit to discover the occa- 
sion for the apparent acquiescence in the proposed legislation, or, 
rather, the absence of the manifestation of furious opposition that was 
fully expected as soon as the dry-state bill made its appearance. There 
is now a hint that the liquor interest strategists arc preparing to pro- 
pose a substitute measure that may look well enough on i1s face, but 
which is later likely to develop an amazing failure to "hold water." 
One thing is very certain: the fight over the dry-state bill is going to 
be altogether the liveliest affair staged in an Indiana legislature in a 
•reiteration. Both sides, too, are preparing for just that sort of a 
contest.

rushed to market by the farmers of tho 
stntc each week, and it is estimated by 
tobacco men that farmers have now re- 
leased a greater portion of their crop 
than has been out of their hands at this 
season, for many years. 


Much of this tobacco is sold on the 


floors of small "loose leaf" warehouses 
in the smaller towns, where the weed Is 
sorted as to quality.and displayed in 
open baskets for the inspection of buyers. 


About 200,000,000 pounds of tobacco is 


sold each year on the Louisville "breaks" 
in hogsheads. 
This tobacco is sold on 


the basis of a sample drawn indiscrimi 
nutcly from the interior of the hogshead. 
Much of the tobacco bought on the "loose 
leaf" floors is packed in hogsheads and 
resold on the "breaks." In addition a 
large quantity of Kentucky tobacco goes 
to the market at Cincinnati.

A reformer of the new school, a 


prohibitionist with new but drastic 
ideas, a former minister of tho gospel 
who hasn't forsaken 
his religion, 


Catts entered the statehouse after 
fighting Florida's most strenuous po- 
litical battle, defeating the regular 
nominee of the 'all-powerful demo- 
cratic party by pitting Biblical quo- 
cratic against mudslingjig. 


His Bible will remain on the gov- 


ernor's desk until his term ends four 
years hence, and to it he will turn for 
counsel, rather than to political ad- 
visers—so Catts declares. 


"I have literally choked the devil 


out of politics in Florida," declares 
the new governor, "and the devil is 
due another choking. I hope to have 
enacted legislation that trill make our 
primary laws BO plain and simple 
there will be no chance for fraud." 


Catts entered a. five-cornered race 


for the democratic nomination for 
governor last spring. On the face of 
the returns he was the winner over 
his nearest opponent by a few hun- 
dred votes and received a certificate 
of nomination. 


A recount of certain precincts was 


demanded by the opposing side, and 
granted by the courts, and 
after 


months of suspense and re-checking 
of votes a new certificate of nomina- 
tion was awarded to W. V. Knott. 


Keeling he had not been treated 


fairly. Catts announced 
he would 


enter the general election despite tho 
democratic certificate of nomination 
held by his opponent. 


In years gone by such a move 


would have meant political suicide in 
Florida, but a political revolution 
swept over the state in the fall of 
1916, and Catts came out a victor by 
an overwhelming majority. 


Thus, for the first time since re- 


construction days, Florida has a gov- 


ernor not the regular nominee of tho 
democratic party.

navy—on battleships and battle cruis- 
ers, submarines and destroyers-—will 
not give the United States adequate 
preparedness for war! 


Neither will the training and equip- 


ping of an Immense army, even to the 
point of universal service! 


To be prepared, this country must 


also absolutely command the air about 
her shores. 
Given command of the 


air, the strength of an enemy, either 
on land or sea, would be of minor con- 
sideration.

These are the views of Rear Ad- 


miral Robert E. Peary, who, although 
an officer of the navy, and recogniz- 
ing fully the desirability of this coun- 
try developing her navy, believes in 
future wars the deciding factor will be 
the strength of aerial forces. 


"The broad material lesson of the 


present war. for the United States," 
says Admiral Peary, "is that command 
of the sea and command of the land 
are worthless without command of the 
air." 


Admiral Peary urges, as the most 


important matter of preparedness be- 
fore congress, the passage of a bill 
providing for establishing the nucleus 
of an aerial coast patrol. This patrol

by advance information on President 
AVilson's peace note. 


Lawson first pleaded with the com- 


mittee to give the names first in secret 
and in public later if. the committee 
decided it was wise. 


The committee would not grant the 


plea and Chairman Henry demanded 
an answer to the question. 


"Who 
was 
the member 
of con- 


gress?" Lawson was asked. 


"Chairman Henry," said Lawson 


calmly. 


There was no sign of surprise on 


the face of the chairman as Lawson 
jrave his name. Before he had answer- 
ed the. first question, however. Law- 
Kim mido the promise *to answer by 
asking for an opportunity to make an 
explanation before going further. 


Lawsno said that the banker who 


told him he knew another banker 
^vho dominated a cabinet officer in 
"Washington was Archibald S. White,' 
of White & Co., Boston. The com- 
mittee Immediately issued a subpoena 
for Whito. 


Ijjiwson said that the banker who 


names of any members of congress 


who were engaged in buying and sell- 
ing stocks. 


Lawson also testified that Mrs. Ruth 


Romlinson Visconti. of Washington, 
had told him that W. W. Price, cor- 
respondent of the Washington Star at 
the white house, had a part in the 
leak affair between Secretary Tumulty 
and others. 


Lawson named Secretary McAdoo as 


the cabinet member who, he said, had 
a part in tthe alleged leak.

peace note. 


Lawson had been asked if he was 


prepared to offer proof of his state- 
ment that there were beneficiaries of 
the "leak" among law-makers and 
others. 
He produced a letter which 


he asked to submit in private. The 
committee insisted that he read it. It 
was from Mrs. Visconti. 


Another banker to whom Lawson 


referred as having been involved in 
the leak was H. Pliny Fiske, of Har- 
vey Fiske «St Sons, of New York. 
The 


senator. Lawson said, was known to 
him only as "O." 
Asked by Rep. Henry whom he meant 
when he said he could Rive the name 
of a go-between who received a large 
sum for "his bit," Lawson said he re- 
ferred to the name given him by Mrs. 
Alsconti, as "Secretary Tumulty."

Philippine Congress At- 


tempts Reorganization 


of Government. 


Manila, P. I., Dec. 15.—(Corres- 


pondence of tlio Associated Press.)— 
The work of the first Philippine con- 
gress is largely concerning itself with 
reorganization 
of the government 


alonK more independent lines. Here- 
tofore all legislative measures in the 
Philippines have 
hesun 
with 
the 


words, "By authority of the congress 
of the United States, bo it enacted by 
the Philippine legislature." 
One of 


the first measures passed by the new 
insular congress was a change to read, 
"The senate and house of representa- 


tives In congress assembled, decree," 
etc., moaning, of course, that the Fil- 
ipino congress is now acting on its 
own authority. 


A bill for the organization of six 


executive departments has passed both 
houses of congress. The departments 
are thoso of public instruction, Inter- 
ior, finance, Justice, agriculture and 
natural resources and commerce and 
communications. The department of 
public Instruction is to be headed by 
an appointee by the president of the 
United States, who will bo vice gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, and the in- 
sular congress will have no voice in 
his naming, but 
the other depart- 


ments may be headed by local ap- 
pointees who will probably be select- 
ed from the Filipino congress. 
The 


bill provides that the bureau of civil 
service shall bo under the direct con- 
trol of the governor general,' a meas- 
ure designed to keep the bureau from 
the contamination of politics. 


The new 
department 
heads will 


comprise the cabinet of the governor 
general and be responsible to him, 
but their presence may be required by 
either house of congress which, in this 


^ hopes to keep final control of 


their actions In Its own hands. 


The congress Is endeavoring to avoid 


"filibusters" and the senate has adopt- 
ed a rule that no member may use 
more than three hours In speaking on 
a measure after two senators of the 
minority have spoken, and a vote of 
the majority may close the debate.

youth. 
His subject was "What We 


Owe the Defective." Dr. Bliss spoke 
second-in a scries of "What We Owe" 
topics arranged by the pastor of the 
church. Rev. Dr. Henry B. Master. 


"Wo owe to society that tho men- 


tally deficient be removed from so- 
ciety and saved from their errors." 
declared the speaker. Dr. Bliss said 
a visit to police court each morning 
would offer cases In plain view of the 
feeble-minded persons. 
This class of 


persons should be pitied because they 
were not able to meet temptation, the 
speaker asserted. 


One-half of the incane in our coun- 


try. Dr. Bliss said, were In that state 
because of tho use of alcohol. That 
$590,000.000 was spent during tho last 
year on alcohol while but $425,000,000 
was spent on schools was declared to 
indicate the strength ol the liquor 
evil. 
Of the entire sum of two and 


a half million spent to care for unfor- 
tunates. Dr. Bliss a«Ud two-thirds of 
the amount was sp»nt in caring for 
defectives. 


Dr. Bliss urged that every mental 


defective be segregated from society 
and that he not be allowed to pro- 
create his kind. 
Secondly, he said 


every saloon and house of vice In In- 
diana should be cleaned out. Thirdly, 
he said every case of venereal disease 
should be isolated and cleaned 
up. 


"The state of Indiana has many foes 
and plague spots of Immorality, the 
fruitful soil from which grows this 
hydra of mental deficiency, and is it 
not a wise plan for ttiis great state, 
rich in the possibilities of her boys 
and girls, to clean up these plague 
spots?" asked tho speaker. 
Indiana 


would thus rise to the high privilege 
of becoming the first state In the na- 
tion to totally eradicate mental defec- 
tives. Dr. Bliss declared.

come. 


And the difference between Clark and

monarchs is that the former's vast hold- 
ngs arc practically all in. his own name 
and that of his family. 


His intimates here say he could raise 


M00,000,000 in rash in twenty-four hours 
out of his own storehouse of wealth, and 
ihat he is probably the only man in the 
United States who can.

000,000, is alone paying him a monthly

New Process Announced in 


Hawaiian Islands Held 


Most Important. 


Honolulu, T. IT.. Dec. .10.—(Corres- 


pondence of the Associated Press..— 
A new process for'the manufacture of 
sugar from 
"final molasses," which 


was announced at the annual meeting 
of the Hawaiian Sugar Planters' asso- 
ciation .this month may, it is estimated, 
result in a saving of not less than $2,- 
500,000 a year to the sugar men of the 
Hawaiian 
islands and 
effect 
even 


greater saving in Cuba and other cane- 
growing countries. 


The process was announced by J. N. 


S. Williams, of the island of Maui, who 
is the inventor. He has not patented 
his process and its use is, as recogniz- 
ing Mr. Williams' discovery as the big- 
gest achievement of the year in the 
sugar industry. 


The process takes from tho so-call- 


er! "final molasses" approximately one- 
half of the eight per cent, of alignr that, 
has hitherto been considered a total 
loss. 
No process had been known by 


which this sugar could be crystalizcd 
nnrt recovered. 


Jn 2J-. WiliiAnm' nrocess the "first" 


molasses is boiled as usual, but in- 
stead of ceasing to boil it at the usual 
stage, the boiling is continued up to 
.the point of practical exclusion of all 
water. The resulting product, while 
still hot, is run into containers, where 
it is allowed to cool and solidify for 
about a week, becoming as hard as 
rock. This material, _^vhich cotnains 
the crystalized sugar, as broken up, 
passed through a crushing process, 
mixed with water until it becomes once 
more a 
molasses-like texture and 


finally run through a specially con- 
structed 
centrifugal. 
This makes 


about 2,000 revolutions per minute, 
about double the usual number, and it 
successfully extracts the sugar that 
formerly was lost.
